Tbe only way to realize bow Loa An 
£ elee is growing is to take a ride through 
tbe city and ita suburbs and note the 
number of buildings th at are in course of 
construction. 
Keeidences of all sorts 
and descriptions, from tbe palatial abode 
of tbe millionaire to the less prententious 
domicle of tbe breadwinner, are going 
up by tbe hundred and, in spite of tbe 
vast num ber of bueinees places already 
thrown open, there are those who can 
foresee th a t tbe supply is, by no means, 
equal to 
tbe coming 
demand, and 
are acting accordingly. 
Among the 
most noteworthy additions to the city 
that are in contemplation is a two-etory 
brick building on the northeast corner of 
Third and Spring streets, the size to be 
140x192 feet. 
Tbe first floor will be 
elaborately arranged for a restaurant, 
with a thirty foot cooking range in the 
rear, and rich, expensive fixtures and 
decorations throughout the other portion 
of the room for the finest restaurant west 
of the Mississippi river. The feature of 
the second floor, or roof proper, will be 
a terraced roof or garden, with a band­ 
stand in tbe rear, a large fountain in the 
center, and an aau&rium, size 3x4x30 
feet.on each side of the area. The interven­ 
ing space is to be occupied by orna­ 
mental shrubbery and dining tables, the 
roof, or canopy, rather, will be of a 
Japanese design, making a unique and 
novel design, and something that is en* 
tirely new in this section of the world. 
All the orders will be rendered by elec­ 
tricity, and elevators will run to the 
upper floor, or garden. The estimated 
cost of the project is 45,000. 
NEW BRICK BLOCKS. 
It is stated on good authority that the 
residence of Mr. J. A. Graves, on the 
corner of Third and Fort streets, will be 
moved, and that in its place a handsome 
business block will be built. I t was im­ 
possible yesterday to obtain any particu­ 
lars as to the size of tbe building, but it 
was stated that it wonld be of brick and 
four Btories in height. 
Two new brick blocks are contemplated 
near the cable engine house, in East Los 
Angeles, and it is stated that they will be 
commenced very shortly. 
A Main street architect reports that he 
has plans for fuur business blocks, which 
will be commenced in about six weeks. 
Two of these are on Main street, one on 
Los Angeles street, and the other on 
Spring Street. 
BUILDING NOTES. 
Several of the stores on Spring 6treet 
have have had their fronts changed dur­ 
ing the past week or two, and other 
properiy-owners are contemplating the 
sam» kind of action. 
The excavation for the foundations of 
the J . M. Griffith building, on Fort street, 
is about completed. 
This building is to 
be five stories in height, and will cover 
an area of 120 feet on Fort street by 150 
feet in depth. 
The foundations for the building to be 
occupied by the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club, on Spring street, near Third, are 
heing put in, and when completed the 
Club will have as commodious quarters 
as any in the State. 
Mr. O. W. Childs is about to make ex­ 
tensive additions to his residence on 
Main street. The plans are in the hands 
of Mr. Haas, the architect, and the addi­ 
tions will cost, when completed, in the 
neighborhood of $15,000. 
A contract has been completed be­ 
tween \V. H. Jay, of Glendale, and J. A. 
Morphy and H. E. Dillon, of this city, 
to, on or before the 17tli day of July, 
1889, erect and finish the building to be 
known as the West Vernon Schoolhonse. 
The cost of the structure will be $2,190.

I do 
not mean that all tbe opponents of di- 
vidon in Santa Ana are tx> much afraid 
o speak out. 
Tbere 
are

ju s opponents of tbe scheme there, 
and they let all hearers know their feel­ 
ings. But we are getting afraid of the 
set ret ballot. We know there are m any 
who will vote very differently from the 
way they talk. It is very hard to tell 
how the vote will count up on the 4th of 
June.” 
This view of the matter is said to be 
reanimating the enemies of division, and 
Anaheim, Fullerton, and the west side 
of the Santa Ana river generally will be­ 
stir themselves to defeat the proposition.

As yet, he has not obtained 
bis certificate of election from tbe City 
Clerk, neither has he sent in a declina­ 
tion, and the Councilmen expressed the 
opinion yesterday that he will accept.

Again we are assembled in the most 
solemn and noble service that ever 
called American patriotism into public 
concourse in times of national peace and 
prosperity. Twenty years ago today the 
Grand Army of the Republic, in obedi­ 
ence to the general order of its first 
Grand Commander—our now sainted 
Logan—assembled for the first time in 
regular order to do honor to the graves 
of its noble dead in demonstration of 
reverence for their yet living virtues. No 
other nation in man’B history has ever 
shed so much noble blood purely in be­ 
half of hum an rights as has ours. No 
nation on earth to-day comes so near se­ 
curing equal rights, priveleges and per­ 
fect liberty to all its citizens as does the 
republic of the United States of America, 
purified by the blood and sacrifices of 
the noble men whose memories we today 
celebrate with flowers and tears strewed 
upon their graves. True, some of them 
may and doubtless did have some per­ 
sonal 
vices; 
tnese 
went down to 
the 
giave 
with 
their 
moulder­ 
ing bodies. 
We 
know their here 
ic 
patriotism, 
and 
commemorate 
their deeds of noble daring. Their pos­ 
sible vices died with them. 
Let the 
memory of their virtues live forever! To­ 
day we are forcibly reminded how soon 
other hands must perform the sacred 
ceremonies now performed by u s ; how 
soon other feet will step into the paths 
our ranks have made. The boys that 
were born on the firBt Memorial Day are 
come to m an’s estate, and stand in readi­ 
ness to take our places. The girls born 
on that day are many of them already 
the mothers of the coming generation. 
Oh, young m as, young woman, in a few 
short years more we will leave this sa­ 
cred legacy of caring for the graves of 
those who gave to you this happy coun­ 
try, to your inheritance. Soon, ah soon, 
these graves and those stars in your 
banner, the shining emblem of American 
purity, and those crimson stripes, the 
emblem of Liberty’s poured-out blood, 
will be yours to love and to protect. Each 
returning Memorial Day finds our work 
enlarging 
and 
the 
hands 
to per­ 
form it less numerous. 
These are 
sad 
reflections, 
but 
how may we 
avoid 
them ? 
Are 
we 
inculcating 
into the minds of our children each 
a love of country and flag as will inspire 
them with a proper love for the memory

But, my comrades, blessed 
be God, even while our star-spangled 
banner floats at half-mast today, and our 
ranks are constantly being thinned by 
death, we have yet the proud conscious­ 
ness of the fact th at the flag under which 
we fought and bled and under which 
these, our comrades, died, floats over a 
free and happy country, one and undi­ 
vided.

After the graves had been visited those 
who were present at the cemetery as­ 
sembled and Poet Chaplain H. G. Rollins 
delivered a prayer. A quartette sang 
“ Come Unto M e,” after which Poet Com 
mander Tar ble delivered the charge. 
Mrs. Stella Mathews, Mrs. H. S. Knapp, 
A. W. Siss and Richard H eim acn sang 
“ Cover Them Over with Flowers.” A 
detachment from Company A, N. G. C., 
fired a salute over the graves of the de­ 
parted, after the address, which was 
delivered by Comrade J. A. Donnell. 
Comrade Knapp sounded “ taps,” and 
the post returned to the city. In his ad­ 
dress Comrade Donnell said : 
Once more we have met in the silent 
city of the dead for the sacred and patri­ 
otic purpose of recounting the virtues 
and recalling the worth and Bervice to 
the Nation of our fallen comrades, andas 
a slight tribute to their memories we 
have again placed wreaths of laurel and 
fresh roses, intertwined with evergreen, 
opon their graves. It is for this service 
that Memorial Day was dedicated, and 
to members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic it is the brightest, fairest, most 
important of all the days in the calendar. 
To us it is a coveted enjoyment, and not a 
toilsome servitude, to recall the memo­ 
ries of the men whose swords and bayo­ 
nets brought deliverance to this great 
Nation—men who fell fighting in defense 
of constitutional liberty and national 
honor. 
We would honor the memories 
of the men who, from 1861 to 1665, had 
the grand privilege of offering their lives 
on the altar of their country for a prin­ 
ciple ; 
men whoee sublime 
and un­ 
daunted courage on the tented field won 
for them the admiration of the world. 
To the ladies of the Relief Corps, and 
friends who have come with 119 to this 
sacred spot, we would say that your 
presence in such numbers speaks vol­ 
umes for your patriotism and loyalty, 
and testifies 
your 
gratitude for the 
services rendered in the day of your 
nation’s need, by men who to-day sleep, 
not alone in the cemeteries of the North 
and East and West, but in the forests, 
the glens and hillsides of the sunny 
South. Your presence also assures us of 
the lesson that will he taught the genera­ 
tions of the future. Members of the 
Grand Army, one by one, will pass over 
the silent river, but the memorial services 
of to-day will continue. Men, women 
and children in the future will gather to­ 
gether in processions and assemblies, 
and muffled drums, draped flags and 
fresh flowers will proclaim undying love 
for our memories, and thus constantly 
remind others that “ Eternal vigilance is 
the price of liberty.” 
To the members of the Grand Army I 
would say that “ this is the hour and this 
the place” to proclaim anew our alle­ 
giance and renew our loyalty to Liberty 
and to those exalted principles of peace, 
patriotism and good government which 
the lives of our fallen comrades so well 
illustrated. Then, on this Memorial Day, 
let us joyfully unite in paying tribute to 
the memories of the loyal defenders of 
the Union. 
But let there be no con­ 
fusion in our national morality. Let it be 
remembered and never forgotten that 
from 1861 to 1865 our comrades in arms 
were right, everlastingly right, and those 
who opposed them were wrong, everlast­ 
ingly wrong. 
On each succeeding Me­ 
morial Day let us honor the memories of 
our fallen heroes, even to the extent, if 
necessary, of desolating the finest aud 
richest gardens and homes that their 
graves may be sirewn with flowers. Let 
little girls and boys, happy ih the inno­ 
cence of childhood, hang wreaths of ev­ 
ergreens, intertwined with flowers of 
richest and rarest perfume, upon the si­ 
lent marble.

THE PAJLADE. 
The parade, which was announced to 
march at half-past 1 o’clock, drew an 
immense concourse of people to the cen­ 
ter of the city, and an hoar before the 
time mentioned the streets were crowded.

G. A. R., who came after. 
Bartlett Poet 
turned out 200 strong and was followed 
by Stanton Post, in which there were an 
equal number of marchers. 
Gelcich 
Post numbered about 100 in line, and 
John A. Logan Pest about 150. 
Malvery 
Hill Post, of Anaheim, was the only vis­ 
iting Post in line, and its members num­ 
bered about 20. Preceding the Posts, 
Johnson & Slavin’s band marched and 
furnished excellent music. Two omni­ 
busses filled with Veterans of the Mexi­ 
can War brought up the rear. A number 
of the most prominent citizens were in 
line and marched with their comrades 
over the line of march, which was as 
follows: On Main street to Temple, to 
Spring, on Spring street to Fourth, on 
Fourth street to Main, and on Main 
street to the Grand Opera House. 


THE EYKRCI8E8. 
The services of the afternoon were held 
at the Grand Opera House. The stage 
was tastefully decorated with a quantity 
of flowers worked up into appropriate 
designs, and by banners. 
As the various 
Posts of the G. A. R. marched in and 
took seats their flags were carried lorward 
and placed upon the stige, the whole 
making a fine effect. 
A large picture of 
General John A. Logan, festooned with 
flowers, was placed near the speaker's 
stand. 
The upper gallery was thrown open to 
the public, and before 2 o’clock wae 
crowded full. The parquet was reserved 
for the ladies of the Relief CorpB, and 
the dress circle and balcony were filled 
by the veterans who had participated in 
the parade and their families. 
Before 
the services began every seat in the 
house was occupied, and the aisles filled. 
On the stage were the commanding of­ 
ficers and those who were to take part in 
the services. 
The Seventh Regiment Band played a 
medley 
of 
Sunday 
School 
hymns, 
which 
were 
heartily 
applauded. 
Department 
Commander 
Gard then 
said.- 
“ My friends, I congratulate you 
and the members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic most sincerely on your 
presence here on this occasion, and 1 
particularly congratulate my comrades 
and the ladies of the Relief Corps, as 
well as the other loyal ladies of the city, 
on the appropriate manner in which the 
ceremonies of the morning have been 
conducted. The same spirit which, a 
quarter of a century ago, prompted the 
brave boys to stand up before the leaden 
hail of the enemy’s bullets, seems to now 
permeate the community. Safely may 
the destinies of the Republic be intrusted 
to your care. It is by the enthusiastic 
observance of such a day as this that we 
come to understand that the youth of 
this generation and of generations yet to 
come will stand as an eternal bulwark to 
the enemies of the Republic.” 
The Ellis Club then sang a “ warrior” 
song, and, upon beiDg warmly encored, 
gave a song appropriate to the occasion 
of Memorial Day. Rev. J. B. Hollowa* 
followed in a prayer, in which he re­ 
ferred, in a touching manner, to the 
comrades over whom tho grave had 
closed. 
lie concluded with a fervent 
plea for the psrpetuity of tho Republic. 
Major 
Gard then introduced Piof. 
Jam es G. Clark, who, he said, would 
sing an original song, “ When we were 
soldier boys.” The Professor rendered 
the Bong in a manner that elicited hearty 
applause, in response to [which he gave 
another original piece, “ The Old Can­ 
teen,” which 
was also heartily ap­ 
plauded. Pearly Gleason, a little girl, 
rendered Joseph Rodman Drake’s poem. 
“ The American Flag,” in aspirited m an­ 
ner that showed excellent elocutionary 
training. 
F. E. Holloway sang “ The 
Soldier’s Grave,” and received warm ap­ 
plause. 
The oration, commemorative of the 
occasion, was delivered by General Rol­ 
lins. He was introduced by Major Gard, 
who spoke of him as a comrade who had 
passed through a trial of fire and came 
ont a brave and a great man. 
A mem­ 
ber of the Forty-sixth Massachusetls, be 
served throughout the war with credit 
and distinction. Entering a private in 
the rear rank, he had come out of the 
war with the rank of a Major. 
General Rollins spoke as follows :

upon the western shore of the great Re­ 
public, we have assembled to pay the 
debt of gratitude and of love to the mem­ 
ory and the character of our comrades 
and brothers, who, leaving this world of 
constant struggle and of dusty toll, have 
joined that great arm y of heroes and 
martyrs whose requiem is the song of 
patriotism, and whose badge of eternal 
remembrance and honor is a nation’s love. 
T he m em ories of th e cam p an d of the 
field,of the nig h t’s bivouac and the d ay ’s 
contest m ay becom e less vivid as years 
roll on. b u t th e affection w ith which 
we recall th e boys w ho have gone be­ 
fore us is as fresh an d stroDg as w hen 
th e noise of th e parting salute of our 
guns over th eir new -m ade graves died 
aw ay in th e stillness of the sad hour of 
burial. 
How often have we seen some wild 
and reckless soldier braving danger at 
every turn and challenging death when­ 
ever occasion offered, weep 
like a 
mother at the loss of her first born, ae 
he gazed for the last time upon the 
bullet-riddled or death-stricken remains 
of some comrade who had been as bold 
and daring as himself. 
He recalls to­ 
day the last sad scene, and sheds a tear 
and drops a 
flower where once 
he 
strewed the fresh earth over a new-made 
grave. By the hillside and in the valley, 
by the waters of the river and upon the 
mountain top,the flower-bedecked gravee 
of our dead comrades speak to us; today 
as we recall the ho^r when they joined 
that great procession which is marching, 
ever marching, to that realm to which 
tha nations, and races, and peoples of 
the earth are foreordained and predes­ 
tinated by the Great Maker of worlds,the 
Architect of the Universe, 
the Great 
Father of us all. 
War is cruel and hateful. 
I will not, 
upon this Memorial Day, dwell upon its 
lustre, or upon its glory. 
I will not, 
after the lapse of more than a quarter of 
a century, say aught that would tend to 
injure the feelings, or wound the eensi- 
bilities.or reflect upen the honor of those 
brave and gallant men of the South,who, 
believing in the righteousness of their 
cause, tried to dissever the States and 
divide the 
Union—misguided, misled 
and wrong, as I think and know they 
were. 
They fought with a heroism 
never excelled, and they suffered as 
martyrs for what they believed to be 
right. 
When the conflict was over and the 
arbitration of arme had decided the con­ 
test forever, no grander sight was ever 
witnessed than the soldier of the lost 
cause returning to the avocation of the 
citizen, and assuming his old place be­ 
neath the flag of the Union. 
Upon the 
name of the martyred hero of the Con 
federacy we drop the tears of regret and 
strew the flowers of affection, ae the stars 
and stripes kiss the breezes 
which 
mingle with the sweet perfumes of our 


offering of love and of ]>eace, of the 
magnolia and the rose, ae they fall upon 
the sacred spots where B le e p the boys in 
blue and tneir once great enemy, the 
boys in grey. 
As we gaze backward through the 
vista of years, somewhat dimmed by 
advancing age in the case of some of us, 
how vividly we recall and how well we 
remember the early gray of that April 
morn, when thirty millions of people 
were awakened from slumber by the jar 
of the falling walls of Snmter. 
Then, 
for the first time, North and South, did 
the country realize that it was involved 
in earnest, determined, cruel war. 
How from the great centers of popula­ 
tion, from every county and parish, from 
every city and borough, from every vil­ 
lage and hamlet, from every store and 
workshop, from every field of man’s 
labor, and from every scene of human 
industry, sprang, as the m onths rolled 
by, and as if by magic and inspiration, 
armies of ability and of courage, armies 
with brains aud with banners, and went 
forth to do and to die for that which was 
conceived to be patriotic and right. 
A nation not used to war, untaught in 
arms, turns to the current of its great 
internecine contest more than two and a 
half millions of men, and yet her farms 
were cultivated; her plantations, nnless 
made bloody fields of battle, still waved 
with cane and bloomed with white prom­ 
ises of harvest. H er whirling spindles 
and buzzing machinery continued to 
bring forth the products of busy hands, 
and her commerce, even, still held its 
place upon the waters of the globe. 
What a country, and what a people! But 
this day is set apart to honor the dead, 
and not to praise the living. Our coun­ 
try, thank God! lives—lives in its mighty 
history and in the mightier love of its 
people. 
How well we remember when she 
trembled beneath the thundering tread 
of arm ies! 
How vivid is the recollec­ 
tion of the shock of battle! Do you re­

How you 
looked over the ground ploughed and 
torn by the engines of destruction ! How 
you searched beneath the waving treeB, 
whose grateful shadow calmed the suffer­ 
ing and dying moments of the mortally 
wounded, and at last you found him , but 
his spirit, which had made merry many 
a camp and joyous many a march, had 
gone where wars are unknown and 
where peace reignB eternal! 
You heard 
his name no more at roll-call. 
He had 
answered the last reveille. 
You wrote home to his mother, or his 
wife, or his sister, or his sw eetheart; to 
the girl he left sobbing at the garden 
gate. 
How carefully you worded those 
sad and tender messages! 
How you re­ 
turned to loving hands some keepsake or 
trophy of the departed h ero ! How you 
recalled his stories at the bivouac tire 
and his songs upon the weary march. 
Your eyes grow dim with tears, and the 
grateful silence of sorrow closed around 
you. Today we place flowers upon hi^ 
grave in continued and heartfelt re-* 
membrance of his manly life, and of his 
tragic and heroic death.

a nation’s commerce upon a thousand 
rivers, lakes and seas; more to be 
esteemed than all the cunningly devised 
im plem ents and inventions of mechan­ 
ical genios; more worthy of being pre­ 
served and fostered than any and all of 
our conntry’s material interests and re­ 
sources are the services and the memo­ 
ries of the defenders of our national flag. 
Then, upon this Memorial Day place 
your offerings of love and remembrance 
upon the last earthly resting places of 
those brave and gallant men who, in the 
hour of the darkest conflict, or from 
wounds received in fighting the battles 
of our common country, gave up all, that 
we might behold in joy and gladness the 
rosy dawn of the day of peace, which 
ushered in the long years of prosperity 
and happiness which have marked our 
country’s course along the great highway 
of our world’s history.

Successful Celebration of the 
Annual Meet. 


THE

AT 
THE 
PARK. 


W ing Lowers the Coast Records for 
One Mile and Five Miles. 
Some Good Sport. 


W hen the California Division of the 
League of American Wheelmen decided 
to hold its fourth annual meet in Los An­ 
geles on Memorial Day, it was certain 
that the sports would be a success, for 
during the past year or two, the Angel 
City has become one of the strongholds 
of cycling. 
And that the clubs here are 
composed of some of the best men of the 
State was fully attested yesterday, two of 
the Coast records being cracked by local 
riders. 
The first figures to be lowered 
were in the one-mile 
State champ­ 
ionship race, when W . 
S. 
Wing, 
reduced the record from 2 :48>£ to 2 :47. 
The five-mile open race was, however, 
the astoniBher, for the coast record of 
15:49 was lowered to 15:40>¿ by W. S. 
Wing, who rode in splendid style, and 
only carried off the honors from J . P. 
Percival by a few feet, the last-named 
gentleman also beating the previous 
records. 
The cyclists began to pour into town at 
an early hour yesterday morning, and 
the first train from San Francisco bore 
quite a sprinkling of wheelmen from the 
northern part of the State, but few of the 
noted riders, however, making the jour­ 
ney, because they knew that they were 
overmatched in this part of the country. 
The Westminister Hotel was made the 
league headquarters, and at 10 o’clock 
the register showed that the following 
visitors were in tow n:

Prince, L. W. Williams. Pasadena. 
The street parade started at 11 o'clock, 
and was witnessed by a large concourse 
of people. The Seventh Infantry Band 
was in the lead, and then came the rep­ 
resentatives of the California Division 
officers, who are as follows:

Then came the clubs in the following

The line of 
march was from Main street to the Plaza, 
countermarch to Spring, to N inth, to 
M ain, to headquarters. 
A t the conclusion of the parade, an 
interval was taken for lunch, and then 
adjournment was made for the Agri­ 
cultural Park, where the races were to 
be held. 
THE RACES. 
Fully 3,000 persons had passe i the 
gates by 2 o’clock, the hour named for 
the opening event, and the grand stand, 
the fences and other points of vantage 
were all occupied. A large number of 
carriages and buggies drew into the 
S 
ound, and the racecourse presented as 
rely an appearance as it did during 
race-day. 
The firBt race was the one-mile novice, 
in which were entered Frank Scheidler, 
T. Romero, Fred Corey, Jno. Q. Tufts, 
Jr., and Geo. F. Martineau. It was a 
foregone conclusion for Tufts from the 
tim e he started, and he came in an easy 
winner, with the time of 2 :54, Romero 
being second, Scheidler third, Corey 
fourth, and Martineau last. 


TUB ONE-MILE CHAMPIONSHIP. 
The next race was one of the crack 
events of the day, being for the one-mile 
State championship, held by 
W. S. 
Wing, with a record of 2 :48>g. Six en­ 
tries were made, and all o f'th ese ap­ 
peared at the start, the competition be­ 
ing between D. L. Burke, James W .Lan­ 
caster, John W. Tufts, Jr., J. Phil. Per­ 
cival, W. 8. Wing and P. L. Abel. Tufts 
got away in the lead, Burke bringing up 
the rear, and was evidently disheartened 
by his start, for after running a hundred 
yards or so he gave up. 
W’ing got in 
front at the quarter, with Tufts second, 
only ten feet behind, Percival run­ 
ning 
third. 
This order was main­ 
tained until the three-fourths, when 
Tufts spurted and got into the lead, but 
a t the stretch Wing got down to work 
and drew clear away. An exciting finish 
then followed, during which Abel came 
a nasty cropper, falling on his head, a 
repetition of the performance he had 
given the previous day, while in train­ 
ing. The last fifty yards was a neck and 
neck race between Wing and Percival, 
bnt the first named gentleman came in 
ahead, in the record-beating time of 
2 :47. 
Percival was second, Lancaster 
third and Tufts fourth. 
For the next race, a quarter of a mile 
dash, W. 8. Wing, Jas. W. Lancaster, J. 
Phil Percival, P . L. Abel and D. L. 
Burke were entered, but only the last- 
named rider appeared, and he went over 
th e distance in the comparatively slow 
lim e of 43)4 seconds. 
The half-mile dash was another inter­ 
esting event, the following entries hav­ 
ing been made: W. 8. Wing, E. Cole, 
Jas. W. Lancaster, J. Phil Fercival, P. 
Jj. Abel and D. L. Burke. Of these, 
only three came to scratch, Burke, Lan­ 
caster and Cole, and after running 200 
yards Cole retired, leaving the finish be­ 
tween his two competitors. Burke had 
no difficulty in distancing his adver­ 
sary, and the blackboard showed a 
record of 1 .26>4 aa he rode back to the 
dressing-room. 
The one mile safety race next claimed 
attention, and 
three riders, Jno. G. 
Tufts, J r., Jas. J. Archibald, and Will 
A. Tufts, came to the starting post. A 
broken start was made, and then Archi­ 
bald got away in the lead, with Jno. 
Tufts second, and Will Tufts th ird ; and 
this order was kept up until the quarter, 
where John Tufts got clean away, and 
kept increasing his lead until the finish, 


which he made in 3:04j-¿, Archibald 
coming in second, and Will Tufts third. 
THREE-M ILE CHAMPIONSHIP. 
The next race was an important one, 
being for the three-mile national champ 
ionship, and entries had been made by 
D L. Burke, Jas. W. Lancaster. J . Phil 
Percival, W. S. Wins and P. L. Abel. 
Burke and Lancaster failed to appear, 
however, and the other three got off in 
the following order, Abel, Wing, Per­ 
cival. The positions were maintained 
throughout the first and second miles 
and, on passing the scratch for the final 
round, all settled down to work. 
At the 
first quarter Wing pulled iu to the lead, 
but between the half and three-quarters 
they were all riding within a few feet of 
each other. On turning into the stretch, 
however, Percival began to poll away, 
and this resulted in a spurt from Wing, 
who was unable to catch his man, the 
order at the finish being Percival, Wing. 
Abel with about ten yards between first 
and second, and Abel far behind. Time 
—First mile, 3 :33 ; second mile, 6 :55; 
third mile, 9 *48L£. 
The one mile race, for the 3 :15 class, 
was to have been competed for by Frank 
Scheidler, Jno. Q. Tafts, J r., T. Romero, 
Geo. M artineaux and Fred Corey, but 
the last named gentlemen declined to 
answer to the summoning bell. Romero 
was first off at tbe crack of the pistol, 
bnt only held first honors until the half, 
when John Tufts came to the front, and 
kept the lead to the finish. 
Romero waB 
second, Scheidler third, and Martineaux 
fourth. Time, 2 :57. 
A quarter-mile foot race was next, and 
A. S. Henderson, Chas. V. Howard, A. 
D. Taylor and P. J . Ward entered. H en­ 
derson came in first, in 52}» seconds, 
with Howard second. 
ONE MILE OPEN. 
For the one-mile open race entries 
were made by T. Romero, George F. Mar­ 
tineau, Fred Corey, W. 8. Wing, Jam es 
W. Lancaster, D. L. Burke, J . Phil Per­ 
cival and and Frank Scheidler, but only 
M artiueau, Lancaster, Burke and 8cheid- 
ler were on hand. It was an easy event 
for Burke, and he won in 2 :5214, Lan­ 
caster finishing second, Scheidler third 
and Martineau fourth. 
The boys under 18 next had a chance 
to distingnisb themselves in a half-mile 
race, and of the four entries W ill A. 
Tufts, Will J. Allen, W . F. W right and 
Frank 
H. 
Talbott, 
only 
Wright 
failed to respond. 
Will Tufta won 
in the good time of 1 :37 1-5. Allen was 
second and Talbott third. 
FIVE MILE OPEN RACE. 
Everyone had been anxiously looking 
forward to the last race, the five-mile 
open event, for it was well known it 
would be for blood. The first prize was 
to he a special star bicycle, valued at 
¡(140, and tbe second prize a gold Key­ 
stone watch, worth $50. 
As a result, 
entries had been made by D. L. Burke, 
Jno. Q. Tufts, Jr., Jas. W. Lancaster, J. 
Phil. Percival, W. S. W ing and P. L. 
Abel, and as they are all crack riders a 
grand race was expected. W ith a coast rec­ 
ord of 15:49 facing them, the riders drew 
into line for the start, the positions being 
as follows: 
Abel at post, Burke No. 2, 
Lancaster No. 3, Percival No. 4, Wing 
No. 5, Tufts (outside) No. G. 
In the first 
quarter then all formed into a line, 
Buiks leading, Tufts second, then Lan­ 
caster, Wing Percival and Abel. The 
pace was a hot one from the word go, and 
it waB evident that Burke was forcing the 
running at a rate that would crack the 
record. 
At the three-quarters Abel 
dropped out, and as they came under the 
wire for tbe first mile the order was” 
Burke, Tufts, Lancaster, Wing and Per 
cival. 
They kept all in a bunch for the first half 
of the second round, Percival still running 
last and Burke keeping a wheel’s length 
in advance. 
In the stretch, however, 
the positions were slightly changed, and 
the second mile found Tufts leading, 
Lancaster second, Burke third, Wing 
fourth and Percival last. The fourth 
mile found them still within hand­ 
shaking distance of each other. The 
order on passing the wire for the last 
round being, Tufts, Burke, Wing, Lan­ 
caster and Percival. 
Then the race 
began 
in 
earnest. 
Although 
not 
spurting, 
each 
man 
got 
down 
to real 
hard 
work, and Tufts kept 
bis slight lead in a manner that led his 
admirers to think that he would never 
be again passed; bnt Percival and Wing 
began to close in, and soon the proverb 
that the last shall be first was illustrated, 
for Percival, on passing the three-quar­ 
ters, came with a swing to the lead. 
Tufts, however, challenged him and got 
in front again, and as the riders entered 
the stretch, one of the prettiest wheel 
races on record was witnessed. Percival 
got in front again, then Wing came up, 
closely followed by Burke, who made 
one last desperate rally to take the lead. 
He could not quite make it, however, 
and the last fifty yards found Percival and 
Wing spurting side by side, while the 
excited crowd 
rent 
the 
air 
with 
hoarse 
shouts, 
“ Percival 
wins ! ” 
Wing’s 
got 
it!” 
as 
they 
came 
down to the wire. Wing, however, made 
a magnificent rush at the end, and came 
in the winner of a yard or two in 15:40)£, 
having broken the Coast record by 8% 
seconds. 
Percival took second honors, 
Burke was third, Tufts fourth, and Lan­ 
caster last. Time, first mile, 3 :0% ; se­ 
cond mile, 6 :25}4 i * third mile, 9 :25; 
fourth mile, 12:43; fifth mile, 15:40)£.

The writer a short time ago bad an op­ 
portunity of making a careful inspection 
oC Denver, the bright and progressive 
young metrópoli» of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. Allowing for tbe difference in size 
between the two cities, Denver more 
nearly refembles Chicago than any place 
we know of. 
Like those of Salt Lake 
city, the people are progressive and alert 
to an unusual degree. Her business and 
public edifices are generally on a scale of 
grandeuT not often, if ever, encountered 
in a place of that size, while many of the 
residences are absolutely palatial. Den­ 
ver has been aided a great deal by being 
the capital of Colorado, and one cannot 
help being impressed by the splendid 
scale upon which the State has gauged 
her expenditures. The principal basis of 
her prosperity is the grand mining devel­ 
opment cf the Centennial State, of 
which she is the business as well as the 
commercial center. Subsidiary to this is 
an agriculture largely dependent on irri­ 
gation from the Platte river. The court­ 
house, Tabor Opera House and Club 
House, ate not surpassed in impressive 
elegance and cctopletcuess by those 
of any other city and county on the 
continent. 
Her progress has been 
materially aided by tbe enterprise of her 
citizens in pushing railways tributary to 
her trade. Her churches and schools are 
models in which good taste and lavish 
outlay are equally conspicuous. 
These are facts wbich immediately 
strike the discerning visitor. 
When Lo { 
all are added the existence of smelting mark, and, behold! you havo 
works and other manufactures, and the made yitticism ! 


on Fort street, and ranning back 150 
feet, which Mr. J. M. Griffith is about to 
erect on the lot adjoining the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building, 
and which will contain 150 rooms.

A Kiel» and B eautiful Section. 
There are few portions tí Los Angeles 
county that present more varied and 
attractive features to the visiter than tbe 
country that lies along the foothills of 
the Cahuenga range. 
As seen from the 
fine ranches that slope from it to tbe 
oeean, it has a gorgeous and picturesque 
aspect. 
Of a clear day the atmospheric 
tints that are shadowed forth from its 
graceful heights are of a soft and some­ 
times purple hue accented by a dark 
^grecn back ground that is peculiarly 
reetful and grateful to the eye, Tbe 
ascent is gradual until one reaches the 
foothill bench, where the fine orchards 
and vineyards and gardens, rich in the 
choicest fruits and berries and vegeta­ 
bles, give ocular procf of the great pro­ 
ductive value of the range. Tbe view 
from this elevation is one that is not 
snrpasEed for sweep and broadness 
and variety of scene, as well 
beauty 
and 
picturerquenees, 
any­ 
where in the country. Standing upon 
the charming pasture fronting the Dorice 
place at Monte Vista, (originally laid out 
by our lamented friend, Judge Charles 
Lindley,) the vast panorama presented to 
the eye is simply entrancing. Spreading 
away to the ocean is a succession of well- 
tilled farms, which bear on their bosoms 
the evidence of a prolific yield of wheat, 
barley and corn. 
Fine dairy ranches, 
covered with fat kine grazing on the rich 
grasses and alfalfa that shoot forth from 
the generous soil, are scattered across the 
plains. The rolling prairie lands with 
their fine stock ranges blend with the 
scooped-ont basins of black-earthed 
valleys where the orange and the vino 
grow in rich profusion. The magnificent 
site of the Soldiers’ Home is in full view 
with 
its 
ample buildings, 
some 
finished and others just commenced. 
Beyond tbe bine 
expanse 
of the 
ocean looms 
np grandly Catalina 
Island, and gives a majestic sweep 
to the fine marine perspective and 
idyllic foreground. To tbe left the city 
of Los Angeles is eeen at its highest 
points and spreading down until the maze 
of graceful structures is lost 
tbe house-dotted acre property that 
merges town into country. 
No one 
with a spark of poetry in bis nature can 
behold this charming picture, or rather 
succession of pictures, without feeling 
keen touch cf that sensation which fires 
the imagination and makes the warm 
currents flow mere quickly through the 
pulsating veins. 
But it is net alone in the esthetic 
charm of so incomparable a picture that 
one is gratified by a visit to this match­ 
less foothill country. One soon learns to 
realize why this attractive belt is held in 
so great esteem by the very prosperous 
people who cultivate its Eoil. 
Practi­ 
cally it gives a return in ready money 
to the cultivator wbich is not ex­ 
ceeded 
in 
any 
other 
locality. 
Frost never reaches these mid-mountain 
heights. It is a warm belt. Tbe soil is 
composed of decomposed granite, washed 
down from the hills, and impregnated 
with chemicals that are congenial to 
rapid vegetable growth. Artesian springs 
of perennial flow riEe in the mountains 
and keep the snbsoil in a condition of 
moisture that comes to the snrface by 
capillary attraction whenever tbe ground 
is stirred. As one of tbe properties of the 
Boil is lime, tbe natural heat of the belt 
íb supplemented by the warmth gener­ 
ated from the deccmposition of the lime 
in the eoil. Hence, tomatoes, berries, 
vegetables of all kinds, and the choicest 
and highest-priced fruits, come to ma­ 
turity in this favored region a month and 
over sooner than they do in the lower 
levels. This fact gives the husband­ 
man 
who cultivates a few acres 
in tbe Cahuenga foothills a better 
income than seme farmers realize from 
large tracts elsewhere. Potah.es, toma­ 
toes, berries, fruits, etc., that reach mar­ 
ket a month earlier than tbe same pro­ 
ducts can be raised elsewhere, necessarily 
sell readily and at «.very compensating 
prices, and the result is that the Cahuen­ 
ga cultivators are an exceptionally well- 
to-do 
community. We 
know 
one 
man who was amongst the first to go into 
this business, and hi» net returns for 
years from his market products averaged 
from four to five (thousand dollars per 
annum. He never had more than twenty 
acre» under cultivation. It will thus be 
seen that tbe substantive merit» of the 
Cahuenga foothills are as attractive to 
the practical husbandman as their scenic 
beaaty is a source of ineffable delight to 
th e admirer of what i» grand and charm­ 
ing in 1 atare. 


determined purpose of the people to ne­ 
glect nothing that will promote the 
growth cf their b jou of a city, one is well 
warranted in looking for a brilliant fu­ 
ture for this gem of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains. Even more confirmatory of ibis 
brilliant destny than her material re­ 
sources is the public spirit which has 
carried Denver through many periods of 
depression; for Denver, like San Fran­ 
cisco, Los Angeles, Portland, Kansas 
City, and all the prosperous atd growing 
towns west of St. Louis, has had her ups 
and downs. Sixteen years ago she al­ 
most flickered out altogether, ard even 
within the present decade the grass was 
very short with her business men and 
property owners. 
The people of Denver claim that their 
city has a population of 125,000 souls. 
This is probably an outside estimate. 
After an elaborate inspection of the place, 
we are satisfied that the population is net 
larger by a soul than that of Los Angeles. 
Los Angeles, like Denver, has made 
wonderful progress during the past five 
or six years—in fact, much more rapid 
progress even than the Rocky Mountain 
town. 
Like Denver, our city is full of 
elegant homes, many of which are on a 
scale of magnificence not surpassed any­ 
where. The climate calls for a different 
style of architecture from that adapted to 
the Rocky Mountains, but onrs is far the 
more varied and fanciful of the two, and 
tbe spontauiety and universality of our 
vegetation render the private homes 
here indescribably the more beautiful of 
the two. They have handsomer public 
buildings in Denver than we, but on the 
other hand our businees blocks are more 
than up to the standard of our mountain 
rival. Los Angeles has an infinitely 
more ramified railway system than Den­ 
ver ;—in fact, in this matter there 
is 
no 
comparison. 
While it 
not 
yet 
developed, 
the 
mining 
territory tributary to Los Angeles 
is as great, if not greater than that which 
has built np Denver. It is pleasant to 
note one feature of enterprise in which 
we excel the Rocky Mountain wonder, 
Oar streets and sidewalks are in a far 
more advanced state than hers, and in a 
short time we shall be able to compete 
with her in public buildings. 
Denver is just now enjoying a decided 
business and real estate “boom”—such 
a movement, in fact, as cannot be far off 
for Los Angeles. All the circumstances 
point to the growth of the Angelic City 
being the greater and more rapid of tbe 
two. Inetead of the restricted agricul­ 
ture, confined to a short period of the 
year and to a comparatively few staples, 
we have in Southern California the meat 
multiform products of the earth and an 
ability to raise crops in every month in 
the year. In addition to a splendid rail­ 
way system, comprising already three 
transcontinental railways and two more 
in tbe near future, Los Angeles has the 
Pacific ocean as a stimulus to her com­ 
merce. 
Then above all, far more 
precious than her mines, and the 
corn, wine and oil of the commerce of 
all ages, and her wines, brandies, 
oranges, lemons and countless other 
products of the temperate and semi­ 
tropic zones, Los Angeles has a climate 
scarcely approached on earth—a climate 
certainly not rivaled on the Riviera of 
Italy, and only equaled by that of a lim­ 
ited portion of California south of Point 
Concepcion. On the 17th cf May, on the 
other hand, every heater iu tbe hotel at 
which the writer stopped was at play to 
protect tbe guest from discomfort, and at 
high noon a brisk hail and snowstorm 
was under way. 
Many of the most progressive and val­ 
uable pioneers of Denver are now resi­ 
dents of Los ADgeles, to ftieir personal 
profit and enhanced comfort, and to the 
benefit %' onr city. Charming and at­ 
tractive as their old home is, few of them 
could be induced to return thero to live. 
Nevertheless Denver, like Los Angeles, 
is a typical city; the former exemplify­ 
ing what can be done by the indomitable 
miner in a climate where the winter 
scarcely knows when to stop, and the 
latter illustrating, in gracious and almost 
illimitable flora and varied and fecund 
vegetation, what can be done under cli­ 
matic conditions which could scarcely be 
improved if man himself had the order­ 
ing of them. 


It is understood that there will be very 
little friction at the special meeting of 
the Council to-day, and that tbe ordin­ 
ance calling an election to vote bonds for 
the oatiall sewer will be perfected and 
signed by the Mayor.

At the entrance to the 
tomb, a floral arch was erected, bearing 
the inscription, “ Enshrined in the 
Hearts of his Countrymen.” Above that 
was a shield with the National colors ; 
also a wreath of flowers, and this was 
surmounted by a floral cross, with the 
Grand Army motto, “F. C. L.” The in­ 
terior of the tomb was a mass of flowers 
and evergreens so great as to completely 
hide tbe casket.

A K ansan Member of Congreii 
Makes a Vile Break, 
St. L o u is, May 30.—The Republic's 
Fort Worth, Ark., special says: Quite a 
aenpation was created here to-day by the 
remarks of Hon. Mr. Kelly, of Kansas 
whose speech at the memorial fervicer 
followed that of the orator of the day, 
He said in part: “The State of Arkansas 
is in disrepute. Comrades Benjamin and 
Clayton were assassinated in this Slste 
because they were loyal to the flag 
of their 
couniry. 
The 
eyes 
of 
the entire couutry are upon Arkansas. 
He said that his State Legislature has 
passed a resolution denouncing Arkan­ 
sas, and calling upon the National Gov 
eminent to protect its people, even 
it had to put it under martial law, and 
then continued: “la m a Congressman, 
and, comrades, I will see that you are 
protected if my influence and power can 
effect it, even if we have to resort to 
martial law.” The indignation and con­ 
tempt of the citizens at this remarkable 
speech of Kelly’s culminated in a large but 
spontaneous meeting at tbe Courthouse 
at 4 o’clock. It was composed of both 
Republicans and Democrats, and resolu­ 
tions were reported by a committee com­ 
posed of two Republicans and one Dem­ 
ocrat, two of whom were Federal soldiers 
and members of the G. A. R. J. P. 
Grady, a Republican and ex Federal 
soldier and a member of the G. A. R., 
was called to the chair, when the follow­ 
ing resolution wae unanimously adopted : 
Resolved, That this meetiDg, composed 
of Democrats and Republicans, de- 
nonnce tbe Bpeech of Mr. Kelly as not 
only false, but upon such a sacred occa­ 
sion in a taste that could, it is to be 
hoped, emanate from no part of the 
civilized country except from a State 
whose Legislature made snch a disgrace­ 
ful show of itself in the resolution of 
wbich Kelly boasted so largely to-day.” 
F atal I.cup Overboard.

W ash ing to n, May 30.—The warlike 
dispatches from British Columbia, with 
regard to the expected trouble between 
the United states and Great Britain, are 
generally discredited by the officers of 
the Navy Department. It is pointed out 
that no officer of a rank sufficiently high 
to make him acquainted with tbe Eng­ 
lish Government’s purposes would, un­ 
der any circumstances, be so foolish as 
to talk in the manner stated in the dis­ 
patch from Victoria, B. C. A promi­ 
nent naval officer today said that the 
United States had no reason to appre­ 
hend any 
difficulty. 
Great Britain 
assuredly would not commit any overt 
act of violence in case her sealers were 
arrested, without warning this Govern­ 
ment of her intentions, and a warn­ 
ing that Great Britain would, by 
force, dispute lire sovereignty of Behring 
Sea had never besn communicated to 
the United States. This, alone, showed 
the improbability of the story. It might 
be that the three vessels named were 
going to Behring Sea, though that was, 
by no means, certain. Their duties 
there, however, would probably consist 
in nothing more than keeping a watch on 
the situation, to prevent their citizens 
from being wantonly ill-used, and giving 
the sealers good advice. 
If our vessels 
attempted anything that was unwar­ 
ranted, it might be that the British offi­ 
cers would feel called upon to interfere. 
The United States sent vessels to the 
Newfoundland fisheries each year to look 
after American interests, and the British 
probably had a similar mission in the 
Alaskan waters, presuming that they 
would go there. 
The United States naval force at pres­ 
ent available in Behring Sea consists of 
the Bear, the ThetiB and a revenue cut­ 
ter. 
These vessels ore of no use for 
actual warfare, and are simply policemen 
of the sea. The Adams and Iroquois are 
at Mare Island, and could be sent to sea 
at short notice if circumstances demanded 
it. The Charleston is also at San Fran­ 
cisco, but it will be some time before she 
will be ready to go into cojnmiBsion. She 
has demonstiuted, it is said, that she is 
an excellent boat, but has not yet ful­ 
filled the con!ract requirements. Even 
if these requirements were waived, under 
stress cf emergency, it would take seme 
time to fit the Charleston out for service, 
as has been already stated. However, 
the naval officers do not think the situa­ 
tion at all alarming, or even threatening. 
The Behring Sea fisheries, they are confi­ 
dent, will not precipitate a conflict be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. 
L ondon, May 30.—In the Commons, 
this evening, Sir James Ferguson, Par­ 
liamentary Secretary to the Foreign Of­ 
fice, denied the report from Victoria, B„ 
C., that three men-of-war in the Pacific 
had been ordered to proceed to Behring 
Sea in June to protect British sealing 
vessels from interference by American 
men-of-war.

A R ep o rt th a t th e C lothing of the 
V ictim has been Found in 
S u lliv an’s House.

CniCAGo, May 30.—The police today 
have been making an active search for 
Dr. Cronin’s clothes and medicine case, 
and the carpet which was bought and 
laid on the Carlson cottage floor. The 
officers today searched the house of Ice 
man Sullivan very thoronghly, but with­ 
out avail. The search will be continued, 
however, and will include the catch 
basin and the spaces under the sidewalk 
in the vicinity of the house and, also, 
near where the murder was committed. 
A HAWKSIIAW's THEORY. 
The Daily News, this evening, prints 
a conversation with a detective whose 
name is not given, who has been watch­ 
ing the case closely. 
He thinks that the 
three men now in jail know all about the 
murder and could give the police the 
right clues, but they never cun be con­ 
victed on the evidence now in the pos­ 
session of the State’s Attorney. One of 
them m ust squeal, and he argues that it 
lies between Sullivan and Woodruff to do 
this. 
The defective thinks that Coughlin 
made the arrangements for the murder. 
To Sullivan was entrusted the work of 
fixing up the contract with Cronin. The 
hiring of all the rigs Coughlin attended 
to himself. 
WOODRUFF A TOOL. 
He first met 
Woodruff, whom he 
knew to be a crook and always ready for 
any shady transaction. 
He did not con­ 
fide anything to him , merely telling him 
that he wanted some work done, and 
then made the dicker with Dinan for the 
rig, which his friend was to call for. 
The men known as Williams Brothers 
did all their own work, the hiring of the 
cottage and the buying cf the furniture. 
The detective 
thinks that, although 
there were, perhaps, twenty persons in 
the conspiracy, only two or three besides 
the actual murderers knew that Cronin's 
life was to be taken. 
• 
THE MURDERERS MAY ESCAPE. 
“ Will the murderers ever be brought 
to justice?” was asked of the detective. 
“ I think the chances are five to one 
against the police. 
With the evidence 
thus far obtained there can be no con­ 
victions. It is not at all likely that the 
men who committed the crime itself are 
in Chicago, or even in the country. They 
had ample time to get out of the 
country. 
WA8 THERE A WOMAN IN IT? 
“ I have another theory not as tenable 
as the first one. 
It may have been that 
there was no society conspiracy at all. 
It is possible that Sullivan got some 
woman into trouble, that Cronin became 
acquainted with the facts, which were 
damaging to the ice-man. The latter, 
knowing the strict moral and religious 
principles of the doctor, and urged on by 
the fear that the physician would inform 
the authorities, made a contract with the 
doctor whicti lured him to his death. I 
cannot but think that Woodruff’s story 
about a woman has some foundation in 
fact.” 
CHIEF HUliBARD SCEPTICAL. 
The reporter afterwards talked with 
Chief 
Hubbard 
about this theory. 
“ YeB,” admitted Hubbard, “ we have a 
man working on that feature of the mur­ 
der. 
Sullivan íb a bachelor, and it is not 
unlikely that he may have gotten some 
woman into trouble. 
What connection 
this may have w ith the murder we don’t 
know. 
I don’t place much reliance on 
the theory.” 
THE ICE-PICK CLUE. 
It is rumored that the police, in their 
further search to-day of the cottage in 
which Cronin was murdered, found a 
pick and other ice tools, presumed to 
have been the property of A. O’Sullivan, 
the ice dealer. 
The authorities are ret­ 
icent as to the result of to-day’s investi­ 
gations, and rtfuse to affirm or deny the 
rumor. The theory is advanced that it 
was with blows from these instruments 
that Dr. Cronin was so foully murdered ; 
but when it is remembered that a notable 
discovery of the post-mortem examina 
tion was that the skull was in no place 
fractured, this conjecture does not appear 
reasonable. The tools to day discovered 
are understood to have been hidden 
partly under the ground and in a rubbish 
heap in an out room or shed adjoining 
the cottage. 
o ’8ULLIVAN'B COMPLICITY. 
The greatect importance is attached to 
this report, as it is considered as con­ 
clusive evidence cf ice-dealer O’Sulli­ 
van’s complicity in the murder. 
SULUv a n ’s c o u n se l l o r. 
A statem ent will be printed tomorrow 
that Alexander Sullivan has engaged A. 
S. Trude as counsel, and that within the 
last three days the two have had fre­ 
quent consultations. A reporter called 
on Mr. Trude this evening and asked 
him about the matter. “ Oh, I have 
known Alexander since he was a re­ 
porter,” said Trude, “ and I have been 
consulted by him. 
He knows nothing 
about this Cronin affair. Tbis is a ques­ 
tion of tail-pulling. 
You see every Irish­ 
man is frying to twist the British Lion’s 
tail, 
and 
in 
their ardor they get 
jealous 
and 
jump 
on each other. 
In the Philadelphia Convention 
the 
greatest Iiiah intellects clashed. 
Alex­ 
ander Sullivan came out on top, electing 
Henry Sheridan delegate. 
Tnis made 
Sulli\an a mark for the jealousy of every 
prominent Irishman who did not belong 
to bis party. 
W. J. Hynes, of Chicago, 
used to be a friend of Sullivan, but his 
Philadelphia victory cost Sullivan this 
friendship. This time is eelzid upon by 
his enemies to ruin him, but there will 
be a reaction.” 
In talking of the alleged diversion of 
the funds of the Clan-naGael United 
Brotherhood, Mr. Trude said : “ That has 
been explained a dozen times, and in 
five minutes any impartial man can 
understand that Mr. Sullivan has been 
as clear from misdoing as a sunbeam.” 
Mr. Sullivan, when seen by a reporter, 
said he had not formally retained Mr. 
Trude, but hud counseled witn him as a 
friend. 
CRONIN’S CLOTHES FOUND. 
A later rumor was circulated early in 
the afternoon that the police had suc­ 
ceeded in finding the clothes of Dr. Cro­ 
nin. 
This appears to have been not 
without authenticity. 
Little credence 
was at first given to this report, being so 
much like many other rumors which ap 
peared to be without a definite origin, but 
Lieutenant Ross is authority for the state­ 
m ent that Cronin’s clothes were really 
found this afternoon and recognized as 
the property of the murdered man. 


The inference is 
drawn 
that they 
ware found in or around Sullivan’s 
house, as a squad of detective? are 
known to have devoted nearly all of to­ 
day in searching tho premises of the ice- 
dealer. The officer in charge of the 
pquad, in response to a casual inquiry, 
itite d , a t t 'e time, that no discoveries 
had been made, but Chief Hubbard, 
when confronted with the later report 
tonight, refused to either affirm or deny 
the statement that the murdered m an’s 
apparel had been found. As the authori­ 
ties have usually lost no time in de­ 
nouncing unfounded rumors, the con­ 
clusion is that today has at least wit­ 
nessed the disclosure of one valuable 
clue to the woof of mystery that sur­ 
rounds the fa e of the murdered doctor. 
THE WHITE-HORSE DRIVER CAUGHT. 
Another arrest was made to-night. 
The police think the man to be tho one 
who drove the white-horse rig which car­ 
ried Dr. Cronin to his death. The arrest 
was made in a lodging-hcuee, the records 
of which show that, on the night of the 
murder, the man did not put in an ap­ 
pearance until after midnight. 
He has 
expressed the fear, a number of times 
since, that he would get into trouble in 
the Cronin m atter, and tried to persuade 
the clerk to change the record. 
He is 
known only by the sobriquet of “ Mack.”

of William O’Brien in Tullamore Jail 
than that of the Viceroy in Dublin Castle. 
O'Connor said that when he took office 
in the League he found mam of the 
books fragmentary and in arrears.

H e diu not know whether the books 
which the government seized during the 
administration of Chief Secretary Foster 
had been destroyed. 
Judge Hannen 
ordered inquiries to be made about these 
books. 
O’Connor repelled, as a calumny, the 
suggestion that tenants understood his 
advice to them to boycott landgrabbers 
as a hint to murder or use violence upon 
them. 
He admitted saying that it was 
not unnatural that a man who saw his 
family fluug into the roadside should 
shoot the evictor. 
Justin McCarthy, member of Parlia­ 
ment, testified to the horror and dismay 
which the Pbcenix Park murders caused 
among the Parnellites. 
George Lewis, Parnell’s solicitor, was 
examined with reference to the missing 
books. 
He said he had no knowledge of 
any books except those of the English 
branch of the League, which were pro­ 
duced in court. 
He had not applied for 
th e rsturn of the cancelled checks or 
bank pass-books. 
Justice Hannen—“ The Court will not 
allow a selection of the books. We must 
have them all.” 
Lewis said he had not inquired what 
became of the League’s letters, nor had 
he taken any steps to trace the payment 
of the money.

Thu battle of Tippecanoe waa fought 
November 5th, 1811, in Indiana, on f 
banks of Tippecanoe river, on the site of 
the present village of Battle Gronnd, be­ 
tween the Americans under General 
Harrison, and the Indians under the 
Prophet, Tecumseh’a brother.

Another Councilman told how the dog 
catchers were in the habit of coaxing 
dogs out of yarda and then capturing 
them . The matter came up in the read­ 
ing of a communication from a citizen 
w ho alleged that it was illegal to 
impose a tax of $2.00 on each dog. 
The communication set forth that the 
Supreme Court had decided that dogs 
are property, and that the statutes give 
them a value of $1. It claimed that, 
considered as property, dogs could not be 
specially taxed, but must be taxed as 
other property, according to their value. 
The matter was referred to the City At­ 
torney for his opinion. 
Last night it appears that the dog 
catchers got themselves 
into trouble 
again. They were proceeding along Fort 
street, and, catching sight of a dog, 
chased him into his master’s yard, 
where they captured him. The owner of 
th e dog observed the proceedings, and he 
appeared on the scene, armed with a 
shotgun just in time. 
He made the dog- 
catchers take the animal out of the cage 
and put him back in the yard from which 
they took him. It is not long since a 
woman hit a dog-catcher over the head 
with a pitcher and paid her fine with 
pleasure, and it is becoming decidedly 
unsafe in several neighborhoods for dog- 
catchers to make their appearance.

wheels of a watch catch it up. Then the 
cogB and pinions are held back by its 
subtle force, until the value of the watch 
attacked, “ as a timekeeper,” is destroyed. 
There are some non-magnetic watches 
made now a hich seem proof against such 
dangers, and non-magnetic cases are also 
mt out, which prove equally serviceable, 
tut it is well to observe the precaution 
not only on electric railroads, but when 
near the dynamos of an electric light 
plant.—[Washington PoBt.
